COUNTY TAX LEVY 
REDUCED S CENTS 
DY COMMISSIONERS 

Tszpayen of Xason Coanty Are Saved 
Vhe Ceils ei tke HniiM Mlars 

. la New levy Fixed by Ftiical 
t'onrt Yeaterday. 

At the annual mactInK of the .Maxon 
Fiscal Court held at the court huoHn 
yesterday the CommlKHioncrH flxoii tho 
tax levy for the cDiinly for Ihc piisii- 
ing years at 80 ccnla for county pur- 
poses which Ih u reduction of five 
cents on tho hundred dollara from hist 
year's levy. This with the state levy 
of 40 oents will make a total levy of 
11.30 per hundred dollars Maso^ coun- 
ty property owners will be required to 
pay this year. 

The levy was divided 16 cents for 
General Claim fund: 4 cents for In- 
firmary fund; 2.'i conis for thf Turn- 
pike fund, and ci>nlK for schooln. 
lu addition to this n poll liix of $1.r>o 
was levied half of which will go to the 
Infirmary ,fund and the other half to 
the dirt road fund. 

In arriving at thla levy Judge Pur- 
nell furnished the oommissionera with 
a report showing expenditures during 
their term of offloe which la aa fol- 
lows: 

"To the Honorable Members of the 
Mason Fiscal Court. Maysvlllp Ky 

"Oentlemcn: 

"Aa this is the end of ynnr fiscal 
year, and you arc about to enter upon 
another, and today fix the levy for the 
coming year, wish before dohiR so to 
call your attention to a few facts con- 
cerning the running expenses -of thla 
county for the three yeara which you 
have been In office. 

"As' presiding officer only of this 
court, I have in detail gone over the 
record for the last three years to find 
out, as far as posslhle, the amounts 
you would have to contemplate to run 
the flBcnl affairs of this county for one 
year. 

"The first flKures that I Rive you 
extend from the 7th of .lanuary. IMIS. 
to April' 1st, 1919. In that time you 
spent 18,214.79 for court house sup- 
plies and repairs Your pauper ac- 
count wiM )S87.1I4; Jail supplies.

SS; stenocrapher's 
fees. $1(58.10; ballots. $164.15; ralar- 
ii s and stationery for all county offices 
$r,.fi80, which. toRcther with panper 
doctor's fca and a few other rniall 
Itema, makea at total of $16,530.67. 

"BYom April, 1M9, to April, ,1920, 
your expenses are as follows: Court- 
house and repairs $1,920.91; pauper 
supplies $40S.S9; printing, advertising 
and ballote, $69S.7S; coroner $102; 
stenographer's fees $61; courthouse 
and jail for light, heat, water, etc., 
$639.21 ; pes', house $160.51 : vital sta- 
tistics. %m: sheriff's fees. $2,621,04; 
Jail supplies, $f,S4.l7; jailer's feei 
$385.80; assistants to the county 
clerk, $168; commissioners' salaries 
$198; officers' salaries and stationery 
$6450; county agent $1,600: jhealth 
department $1,IS00; together with 
panper doctor's fees, county live stock 
Inspector and a few other small items, 
making^ a totel of $19,034.62.

"I had hoped, gentlemen, due to the 
fact that the times are very hard, and 
money very tight, to be able to recom- 
mend you a reduction of 10 cents per 
$100 from the present county levy, but 
duo to the fact that the Legislature re- 
duced taxation on tobacco to 15 cents 
per (100, thla would make a loss from 
the frsssnt total rovanne of the* coun- 
ty «( apprailmatsly $10,000. The as- 
sessed valuation of this county being 
in the neiChborhood of $25,000,000, 
would under the present levy bring in 
close to $40,000 as a fund for all gen- 
eral purpoaea, but a loss on tobacco of 
$10,000 would reduce this amount, to- 
gether with the sheriff's fees, down to 
approximately $25,000, which under 
the total expenses, a,B I have abow 
sUted, would not' allow the county 
mah surplus to take care ol* any 
assergeacy that miilit arise. My aim 
in trying to arrive at a fixed anount 
upea lAkh te base the levy tar the 
nasal alsin sash ysa^ Is te teiieTe.

Waabington, April IS. — Final re- 
jection of the VeraalllsB League of 
Natlona by the Amsrloaa Oovanunent 
waa proclaimed to the world today by 
Prsa^ent Haidlng In a solemn pro- 
nouncement of the foreign policies of 
his administration. 

Speaking before the new ('ont;res8 
a»Kfint)leil to write a pronrain of polit- 
kiil mill economic reconstrurlinu. the 
I'reaidoMt declared acceptuncy of ttie 
leauue would be uolbing .'.hort ol' a be- 
liaval lif the iiiauiliite of the .Nuyeui- 
bcr election. Instead be asked for a 
Congressional declaration of peace 
and for ratification of those portions 
of the Versailles treaty which protect 
specifically American rights and in- 
terests In the war settlement 

"In the existing League of Xations. 
world governing with its super pow- 
ers, this republic will have no part," 
he said. "It is only fair to say to the 
world in Reneral and to our associates 
In war iu particular that the leaKUe 
covenant ran have no saui'tlon by us." 

The declaration was answered by a 
tremendous demonstration, in whl<:h 
Republican Senatora and Kepreaenla- 
tlves led, while most of their Demo- 
cratio colleagues sat silent and un- 
smiling.

I Flock Profit ntreased By Proper 
I Care of Wool. 

j By giving proper attention to the 
'handling of wool produced, Kentucky 
farmers can materially increase the 
income from their flocks, aeeordinc to 
Circular No. 72, issued by the Exten- 
sion Division of the College of Agri- 
culture. The publication contains sug- 
gestions on shearing, tying the fleece, 
packing for sliinmen! and selling lo- 
getiier with a list of elassis and 
grades of wo(>l. It also includes a list 
(if "dont's" to lie pracliepd in s'lenr- 
Im;. Sbeeii shearing Is nrnetii 1.1 from 
the middle of Aiirll until the niiddle 
of Mny, the most common lime being 
May 1 to IB, according to the circu- 
lar. 

Warm spring weather starts a flo " 
of oil In the wool and puts the ani- 
mal in beat condition for the ahenr 
Ing. For thlii reason the ojicipr H" 
should not bo deferred Im long or the 
wool will liecome lifeleiis and deal 
Cood ^heirer should he available and 
a sudden clian're from v;irm to cob), 
windy weatliei sliould be avuided since 
It may cause sever colds and result in 
losses In the flock. The heeep should 
nevw be sheared when the wool is 
wat or am damp. 

WkM the weather Is suitable there 
Is no better place than a good, clean 
bluegrass sod on which to perform the 
shearing since it is free from any 
seed, chaff and staw all of which de- 
crease the value of the fleece when 
mixed In It. If it is necessary to 
shear inside all straw and litter 
should be removed so t^nt there will 
bo nothing to tslck in the wool. A 
large canvass may be spread on the 
fool for the shearers to stand on or a 
board platfoisi may ba aaed. After

The condition ot wheat and rye In 
all the principal farming sections ot 
Kentucky is unusually good; there are 
Ave per cent, fewer brood sbws In the 
state than there were at tbia time last 
year; and allhongh the labor supply Is 
iirily ei^;llt per cent, below iiorninl the 
(Iciiiiiiiil fcir liiriii hilior in thirteen per 
cent, lielow iicjrmal. ii{(:()rdlni; In Hie 
.Xprll crop iiiul livestock report for 
Kentucky issueil today liy tlic I'iiIkmI 
States nureau of f'rnp Ksiiiniil"' in 
co-operation with Stat'' ^olnlnis^icJn'•r 

Of Agriculture W. 0. Uuuna. The con- 
dition of wheat .in Kentucky April 1 
is given as nlnety-Uve per cent of nor- 
mal compared to 6S per cent. April 1. 
IKO. nnd an average condition of Si 
per cent. April 1 during the last ten 
years. Hye condition In this state is 
iLl this month coinimred to 74 per cent. 
.April 1 last year, and an average con- 
dition of 87 per cent .\prll 1 'for the 
last ten years. 

The ncreane of wheal ^owed in Ken- 
tucky last fall was apprnxiiii.iiely the 
Mune as that sowed In Wis (f.2.-.,ooh 
acras) but rye was 42.000 acres enm- 
pared to 44,000 acres sowed in 1919 
The mild weather of this winter and 
spring has been very favorable for 
small grains In all parts of the state 
except In some parts of the southeast* 
iern mountain counties. 
; Farm labor is ten iier cent, more 
'plentiful than It was this time last 
[year, bnt .still only P*"'' <■''"'• "f 
I normal supply, as many farmers can 
I not afford to nay the wa»;es demanded 
by lufcorers, and farmers report they 
have cut their demands for labor 17 
per cant, below last years demands 
and 13 per cent, below normal. This 
is due to the general slump in prices 
of farm products, particularly tohnceo. 
Parniers say in their reporls that un- 
satisfactory iirlees for- farm products 
and the hiRh nricc^ persistently de- 
manded tor niannl'acfured uoods arc 
tending to reduce farm production. 

The report for .Mason comity shows 
conditions much Improved as to farm 
labor. The entire report for the eoun 
ty is: Wheat 94, rye 98, brood sows 74 
labor supply compared with year ago 
99, demand fo r labor 71.
